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II, ORGANIZATION - 


A. Headquarters, Origin, Scope and Stated Aims 


The.SDS was the youth group of the League for 
Industrial Democracy (LID) up until late 1965, when they 
amicably broke, apparently to maintain the LID's tax exempt 
status for contributors to that organization with the Treasury 


Department. 


The LID, which has its national headquarters in New 
York City, is an organization made up of socialists. The SDS, 
as the organization is known today, was formed on A national 
basis in 1960 and considers itself a "broad" movemént designed . 
to attract people with a wide range of special interests 
covering such issues as peace, civil rights, poverty and edu- 
cational reform. Recently, through its community action group, 
Jobs Or Income Now (JOIN) headquartered at 4533 North Sheridan 
Road, Chicago, SDS has taken on an active program against 
alleged police brutality, inadequate housing, slugs, slum 
landlords, etc. The SDS considers itself to be of the left 
political persuasion and will welcome ws members, all elements 
of the left wing including revolutionary Marxists. 


The SDS originally had its headquarters in New York 
City, but moved its national headquarters to Chicago, Illinois, 
in May, 1965. The SDS headquarters formerly located at 1103 
East 63rd Street, Chicago, sub-let some of its office space to 
the Chicago Committee to End the War in Viet Nam (CCEWYN), which

Seventy students picketed the University of Chicago 
Administration Building from 12:30 to 1:15 PM on January 25, 
1967, carrying signs protesting the university's supporting 
the apartheid policy of the Union of South Africa. 


An SDS letter had previously been sent to the 
university trustees, eleven of whom are alleged to be directors 
of consortium banks lending money to the Union of South Africa, 
asking trustees to transfer university funds from Continental 
Tllinois National Bank and Trust Company of Chicago, which bank 
is among a number of banks in the United States tending money 
to the Union 9f South Africa. 


In addition to the above letter, an appeal to the 
university trustees was circulated among the faculty. The text 
of this appeal reads: Because Continental Illinois National 
Bank and Trust of Chicago belongs to a ten bank consortium which 
maintain a continuous loan to the tresury of South Africa, we 
the undersigned appeal to the University of Chicago, Board of 
Trustees, to transfer the University's account and other banking 
business from Continental to a non-consortium bank." Above 
protest was signed by oer 40 faculty members and was to be delivered 
to Provost Levi, a member of the University Board of Trustees. 
The protestors were not permitted to meet and present this appeal 
to Levi. Instead they met with Walter Leen, bead of the. 
University legal departwent and Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees. Leen told the protestors that by-laws of the. 
university required that they meet with President GEORGE 
BEADLE, who was not available.
